Response to argument: 

Applicant argues, "the Examiner failed to consider the clasp Including a first member that adhesives to the housing aud a second mehber 
attached to the first member that holds the display screen filter adjacent the housing, as cited by Applicant's amendd independent claims 
1 , 21 and 32. ... 3M Brochure and Hamo, either singularly or in combination, do not teach or suggest a clasp having a first member and a 
second member attached to the first member^, and "the Examiner failed to consider the housing of the display screen including a bezel 
and the adhesive hinge Including a crease that corresponds to the bezel of the housing, as cited by Applicant's amended independent 
claim 41". 

As indicated in figs. B1-4 of the 3M Brochure, a clasp includining two members divided by the dotted line as better shown in fig. B2, 
attached to each other, a first member, on the right of the dotted line in fig. B2, adhesives to the housing as shown in fig. B3, and a second 
member, on the left in fig. B2, holds the display screen filter adjacent the housing as shown in fig. B4. And, the adhesive hinge 1 taught by 
Haruo including a crease aa' may be aligned with the Inner edge of the opening of the housing, wherein the edge of the opening of the 
housing may be considered as a bezelof the housing. 
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
